On Tuesday last President and 
Mrs. Cleveland were in Minneapo­ 
lis by special invitation of her c it­ 
izens of ail political views, and on 
Wednesday 
morning, but a few 
hours after the honored guests of 
the city had departed, the Tribune 
of tha t city made its appearance 
containing an editorial under the 
heading of “ Mr. and Mrs. Cleve­ 
land as Mere People,” which is 
certainly the most iusulting and 
disgraceful thing we ever saw in a 
paper of alleged respectability.

hibited very bad taste to say the 
least, while its remarks about Mrs. 
Cleveland were of such a low in­ 
sulting character as to brand the 
writer anything but a gentleman. 
While we have no love for Cleve­ 
land as an official, we cannot do 
otherwise than condemn any in­ 
sult to his estimable wife for polit­ 
ical effect.

THE INEVITABLE. 


Minneapolis people are getting 
reconciled to the fact that 
the 
halcyon days of their lumber in­ 
dustry are nearly oyer and they a t­ 
tribute the cause to the disappear­ 
ance of pine in the northern part 
of the state. 
The fact is not in 
the disappearance of timber but 
the appearance of other lumbering 
centers farther up the riyer. 
This 
is the way in which they console 
themselves: 
Minneapolis owes a great deal to 
the fact that the upper Mississippi 
country was in the early day a rich 
pinery. 
The pine of this section 
is what originally attracted capital 
and brains to the Falls of St. An­ 
thony, and is what gave rise to the 
popular nickname “ City of Sa w­ 
dust.” 
The fact that the pine is 
now fast disappearing and will be 
all gone in a few years cuts no 
figure 
whatever 
on 
our future 
growth. 
Minneapolis has reached 
a point where she can be a great 
city without saw mills. 
There is 
plenty of room for all her capital 
in other manufacturing industries. 
Her lumber era was her childhood.

THE INEVITABLE. 
Minneapolis people are getting 
reconciled to the fact that the 
halcyon days of their lumber in­ 
dustry are nearly oyer and they a t­ 
tribute the cause to the disappear­ 
ance of pine in the northern part 
of the state. 
The fact is not in 
the disappearance of timber but 
the appearance of other lumbering 
centers farther up the riyer. 
This 
is the way in which they console 
themselves: 
Minneapolis owes a great deal to 
the fact that the upper Mississippi 
country was in the early day a rich 
pinery. 
The pine of this section 
is what originally attracted capital 
and brains to the Falls of St. A n­ 
thony, and is what gave rise to the 
popular nickname “ City of Saw­ 
dust.” 
The fact that the pine is 
now fast disappearing and will be 
all gone in a few years cuts 110 
figure whatever 
011 
our future 
growth. 
Minneapolis has reached 
a point where she can be a great 
city without saw mills. 
There is 
plenty of room for all her capital 
in other manufacturing industries. 
Her lumber era was her childhood. 


EXPENSES NO OBJECT. 
Brainerd has electric lights and 
her enterprising citizens are justly 
proud, and do not stop to consider 
expenses when any matter of publip 
benefit comes up.—Sauk Rapids 
Sentinel. 


AROUND MILLE LACS. 
A Brainerd man visits the Mille 
Lacs region and writes the Press 
as follows: 
Four years ago I rode out to 
Mille Lacs lake from Brainerd on a 
hunting excursion, and within the 
past four days repeated the same 
trip, to look over the burnt dis­ 
trict, and as I went and came by 
the same route I had a good op­ 
portunity to judge of the develop 
rnents of the country in that time, 
and they are wonderful. 
On the 
former trio scarcely a cabin would 
be seen for miles. 
Cn this, pursu­ 
ing a fine highway opened by Crow 
W ing county, settlers’ homes are 
as numerous as in any well-settled 
country — twenty-eight 
dwelling 
places were counted in the twenty- 
four mile3. 
And the pioneer places 
have 
improved correspondingly, 
good houses supplanting the cabins, 
good barns and out buildings, and 
well-cleared farms. 
How hard it 
is to realize, as history shows, that 
as early as July, 167G, the white 
m an’s banner of discovery v/as 
planted on the shores of Mille Lacs. 
The oldest of the present settlers 
scarcely exceed t3n years of resi­ 
dence. 
At the Anokesipoi, Hong 
& Tissing are putting a dam for 
water power for a saw mill and 
grist mill combined. 
The dam is 
weii toward completion; is 200 feet 
long, and built to give ten foot 
head. 
A turbine wheel for twenty 
horse power is cn the ground and 
some of the other machinery. This 
dam is so located at the entrance 
of the steam into upper Long lake 
anu with reference to lakes above

But the close observer 
would think that the flowage con­ 
templated would extend into the 
Hay creek valley and prove a dam­ 
age to the meadows that extend 
through there for many miles and 
are very productive. 
Six miles 
east, or half-way from this mill to 
Mille Lacs lake, is another saw 
mill (Miller’s), in operation several 
years, which has furnished from a 
considerable body of pine th ere -! *“ ls country was 
abouts all the lumber the settlers killed a man with 
use for many miles—a convenience j 
not usually possessed in a new ' 
country, and which accounts for j 
the good class of buildings that 
have arisen, and school houses, 
which are plenty, in particular, all 
being well built and completely 
equipped according to the modern 
notion. 
This hardwood region ] 
which seems to surround this lake 
on every side is from three to eight 
miles in width, and is continuous 
about the one hundred miles or so of 
shore extent, except where the 
pine forests and meadow tracts jut 
in, which is not very frequent. 
The structure is everywhere the 
same, clay sub soil on sea deposits, 
heavy, black, 
sandy 
loam soil 
over-topping, and of great pro­ 
ducing power. 
The timber is hard 
maple, hickory, iron-wood, b u tter­ 
nut, white ash, burr and red oak, | 
with black ash ar.d elms on the 
lower reaches and poplar and white 
birch. 
There are 160-acre claims 
that contain as many as two thou­ 
sand sugar trees. 
The settlers re­ 
present 
the 
typical 
migratory 
pioneers. 
The great lake seems to 
affect the season materially, de­ 
laying frosts and adding moisture. 
On Oct. 2, we picked tomatoes 
from vines as yet untouched by 
frosts 
which 
killed 
vegetation 
generally nearly a month ago. But 
the water system is. after all, the 
wonder of the region, and the name 
Mille (for a thousand) was aptly 
applied. 
Besides the great lake, 
which is 350 to 400 square miles 
in extent, the small ones about it 
are almost numberless. 
From the 
top of one of the many bluffs you 
can count nearly forty. 
Fishing 
for the market is fast becoming a 
valuable industry. 
A s yet only 
spears are used, fall and spring. 
The shore formations are peculiar. 
From high banks the shore runs 
out in shallow water, gradually 
deepening eight to ten rods—a 
man can wade that far usually— 
then falls off very deep. 
The fish, 
as ice is breaking up in the spring 
or forming in the fall, crowd in 
upon this table in countless num ­ 
bers. 
Two men with spears and 
jack-light will take hundreds in a 
night. 
One m an’s best record is 
900 in one night, and a lad actually 
took 302. 
St. Paul and Minneapo­ 
lis are the markets, via Brainerd. 
The best vaiieties are wall-eyed 
pike and bass, and of the finest 
size and quality. 
Game abounds, 
partridge, squirrel and deer, and 
bear were never more numerous 
than this year. 


MURDER NEAR PERHAM. 
The Perhain Bulletin of yester­ 
day savs: 
From Mr. John Pick we learn 
the particulars of a cold blooded 
murder which occurred in Tow n­ 
ship 138, Rg. 30, Becker county, 
Tuesday night. 
It appears that Arnold Kohler, 
a Swiss, after unhitching his team 
from- the plow in the evening, 
went to a neighbor’s house by the 
name of John Adams, for the p ur­ 
pose of notifying him to keep his 
cattle out of his turnip field. Short­ 
ly after Ernest Mottas, who lives 
with Kohler, heard Kohler’s little 
girl, who was in the field, calling 
for help “ that John Adams was 
killing her father.” 
He ran over 
to Adams’ house 
onlj' a short 
distance ami there found Kohler 
down, Adams on top* of him and 
Mrs. 
Paulina 
Adams pounding 
Kohier with a piece of stove wood, 
lie took the wood from her and 
threw it out of the door then 
pulled Adams off and told Kohler 
to come home. 
As Mottas step­ 
ped out of the door, thinking that 
Kohler was following 
him, he 
heard a double shot and Kohler 
staggered out and said, “I am shot 
through the lungs.” 
His clothing 
was on fire, and after extinguishing 
it he tried to get Kohler home, but 
he could not walk, so Mottas went 
and got a team. 
Kohler died in 
the buggy before reaching home. 
Adams, after shooting Kohler ran 
to the door, calling his wife and 
child, a little girl six years old to 
follow him. 
They passed 
out, 
taking a southwest direction. 
It seems to have been a pre­ 
meditated affair, if we can judge 
from the report. 
Mr. Pick says 
that Adams told a neighbor some­ 
time during the past summer that 
he was owing Kohler, and that 
after he returned from Dakota in 
the fall he would have a settlement 
with him, and he would do some­ 
thing to him that no person would 
think of yet. 
He also told Ernest 
Mottas that the reason he was in 
because he had 
a whisky bottle 
[Russia] 
had to skip, afterwards sendir 
hip wife and child. 
Kohler was an inoffensive per­ 
son, well liked by his neighbors, 
and leaves a wife and five children 
fail circumstances.

THE DEADLY CAR STOVE. 
The Minneapolis Star speaking 
of the recent railroad accident 
says: 
To the railroad an accident is 
simply 
a matter of dollars and 
cents. 
As between killing a single 
individual or wiping out a whole 
family and all personal representa­ 
tives, the company prefers the lat­ 
ter, as it leaves 110 bothersome 
damage suits to annoy the officials. 
In fact the incinerations that are 
bound to follow a railroad accident 
with the car stove subserve a use­ 
ful purpose to the company. 
They 
remove, in many cases, all traces 
of negligence and leave no maimed 
to sue for damage. 
There can be, 
however, 110 longer any doubt of 
the railroad’s liability for damage 
to propert}T and life from the use 
of the car stove, and there should 
be 110 doubt of the criminal liability 
of the chief officials of the road for 
allowing the car stove to be used. 
The courts have held that a con­ 
ductor or flagman who mistakes a 
signal or neglects an order and 
thereby produces death is guilty of 
manslaughter, and on the same 
principal the president of the rail­ 
road company who, from purely I 
monetary reasons m the use of the i 
fatal car stove, destroys the lives 
of those who use his cars, should 
he held guilty of murder. 
The j 
traveling public arc bound to look j 
to the courts for protection in this.

Brainerd fondly 
imagines that in the near future 
she is going to be the biggest kind 
of a lumbering point, and this 
gives her inhabitants agreat deal 
of satisfaction while they sit idly 
on the shore of the Mississippi and 
see the logs float down to Minne­ 
apolis, and Charlie Kindred build 
his long promised dam. 


On Tuesday last President and 
Mrs. Cleveland were in Minneapo­ 
lis by special invitation of lier cit­ 
izens of all political views, and on 
Wednesday 
morning, but a few 
hours after the honored guests of 
the city had departed, the Tribune 
of that city made its appearance 
containing an editorial under the 
heading of “ Mr. and Mrs. Cleve­ 
land as Mere People,” which is 
certainly the most insulting and 
disgraceful thing we ever saw in a 
paper of alleged respectability.

THE INEVITABLE. 
Minneapolis people are getting 
reconciled to the fact that the 
halcyon days of their lumber in­ 
dustry are nearly oyer and they a t­ 
tribute the cause to the disappear­ 
ance of pine iii the northern part 
of the state. 
The fact is not in 
the disappearance of timber hut 
the appearance of other lumbering 
centers farther up the riyer. 
This 
is the way in which they console 
themselves: 
Minneapolis owes a great deal to 
the fact that the upper Mississippi 
country was in the early day a rich 
pinery. 
The pine of this section 
is what originally attracted capital 
and brains to the Falls of St. A n­ 
thony, and is what gave rise to the 
popular nickname “ City of Saw­ 
dust.” 
The fact that the pine is 
now fast disappearing and will be 
all gone iii a few years cuts no 
figure whatever 
on 
our future 
growth. 
Minneapolis has reached 
a point where she can be a great 
city without saw mills. 
There is 
plenty of room for all her capital 
in other manufacturing industries. 
Her lumber era was her childhood. 


EXPENSES"NO OBJ ECT. 
Brainerd has electric lights and 
lier enterprising citizens are justly 
proud, and do not stop to consider 
expenses when any matter of publjp 
benefit comes up.—Sauk Rapids 
Sentinel. 


ABOUND MILLE LACS. 
A Brainerd man visits the Mille 
Lacs region and writes the Press 
as follows: 
Four years ago I rode out to 
Mille Lacs lake from Brainerd on a 
hunting excursion, and within the 
past four days repeated the same 
trip, to look over the burnt dis­ 
trict, and as I went and came by 
the same route I had a good op­ 
portunity to judge of the develop­ 
ments of the country in that time, 
and they are wonderful. 
On the 
former trio scarcely a cabin would 
be seen for miles. 
On this, pursu­ 
ing a fine highway opened by Crow 
Wing county, settlers’ homes are 
as numerous as in any well-settled 
country — twenty-eight 
dwelling 
places were counted in the twenty- 
four miles. 
And the pioneer places 
have 
improved correspondingly, 
good houses supplanting the cabins, 
good barns and out buildings, and 
well-cleared farms. 
How hard it 
is to realize, cs history shows, that 
as early as July, 16'(9, the white 
man’s banner of discovery was 
planted on the shores of Mille Lacs. 
The oldest of the present settlers 
scarcely exceed tan years of resi­ 
dence. 
At the Anokesipoi, Hong 
& Hissing are putting a dam for 
water power for a saw mill and 
grist mill combined. 
The darn is 
well toward completion; is200 feet 
long, and bu1 It to give ten foot 
head. 
A turbine wheel for twenty 
horse power is ca the ground and 
some O' the other machinery. This 
dam is so located at the entrance 
of the steam into upper Long lake 
and with reference to lakes above 
that a large 
reservior 
will be 
gathered. 
But the close observer 
would think that the flowage con­ 
templated would extend into the 
Hay creek valley and prove a dam­ 
age to the meadows that extend 
through there for many miles and 
are very productive. 
Six miles 
east, or half-way from this mill to 
Mille Lacs lake, is another saw 
mill (Miller’s), in operation several 
years, which has furnished from a 
considerable body of pine there­ 
abouts all the lumber the settlers 
use for many miles—a convenience 
not usually possessed in a new 
country, and winch acoounts for 
the good class of buildings that 
have arisen, and school houses, 
which are plenty, in particular, all 
being well built and completely 
equipped according to the modern 
notion. 
This hardwood region 
which seems to surround this lake 
on every side is from three to eight 
miles in width, and is continuous 
about the one hundred miles or so of 
shore extent, except where the 
pine forests and meadow tracts jut 
in, which is not very’ frequent. 
The structure is everywhere the 
same, clay sub soil on sea deposits, 
heavy, black, 
sandy 
loam soil 
over-topping, and of great pro­ 
ducing power. 
The timber is hard 
maple, hickory, iron-wood, butter­ 
nut, white ash, burr and red oak, 
with black ash and elms on the 
lower reaches and poplar and white I 
birch, 
There are 160-acre claims 
that contain as many as two thou- j 
sand sugar trees. 
The settlers re­ 
present 
the 
typical 
migratory j 
pioneers. 
The great lake seems to I 
affect the season materially, de- j 
laying frosts and adding moisture, j 
On Oct. 2, we picked tomatoes I 
from vines as yet untouched by j 
frosts 
which 
killed 
vegetation 
generally nearly a month ago. But j 
the water system is. after all, the j 
wonder of the region, and the name | 
Mille (for a thousand) was aptly 
applied. 
Besides the great lake, 
which is 350 to 400 square miles j 
in extent, the small oms about it j 
are almost numberless. 
From the 
top of one of the many bluffs you 
can count nearly forty. 
Fishing 
for the market is fast becoming a 
valuable industry. 
As yet only 
spears are used, fall and spring. 
The shore formations are peculiar. 
From high banks the shore runs 
out in shallow water, gradually 
deepening eight to ten rods—a 
man can wade that far usually— 
then falls off very deep. 
The fish, 
as ice is breaking up in the spring 
or forming in the fall, crowd in 
upon this table in countless num ­ 
bers. 
Two men av itll spears and 
jack-light will take hundreds in a 
night. 
One m an’s best record is 
900 iii one night, and a lad actually 
took 302. 
St. Paul and Minneapo­ 
lis are the markets, via Brainerd. 
The best vaiietics are wall-eyed 
pike and bass, and of the finest 
size and quality. 
Game abounds, 
partridge, squirrel and deer, and 
bear were never more numerous 
than this year. 


THE DEADLY CAR STOYE. 
The Minneapolis Star speaking 
of the recent railroad accident 
says: 
To the railroad an accident is 
simply a matter of dollars and 
cents. 
As between killing a single 
individual or wiping out a whole 
family and all personal representa­ 
tives, the company prefers the lat­ 
ter, as it leaves no bothersome 
damage suits to annoy the officials. 
In fact the incinerations that are 
bound to follow a railroad accident 
Avith the car stove subserve a use­ 
ful purpose to the company. 
They 
remove, in many cases, all traces 
of negligence and leave no maimed 
to sue for damage. 
There can be, 
hoAvever, no longer any doubt of 
the railroad's liability for damage 
to property and life from the use 
of the car stove, and there should 
be no doubt of the criminal liability 
of the chief officials of the road for 
allowing the car stove to be used. 
The courts have held that a con­ 
ductor or flagman who mistakes a 
signal or neglects an order and 
thereby produces death is guilty of j 
manslaughter, and on the same] 
principal the president of the rail­ 
road company who, from purely 
monetary reasons rn the use of the 
fatal ear stove, destroys the lives 
of those who use his cars, should 
be held guilty of murder. 
The 
traveling public are bound to look 
to the courts for protection in this. 


MURDER NEAR PERHAM. 
The Perham Bulletin of yester­ 
day says: 
From Mr. John Pick we learn 
the particulars of a cold blooded 
murder which occurred in Town­ 
ship 138, Rg. 30, Becker county, 
Tuesday night. 
It appears that Arnold Kohler, 
a Swiss, after unhitching his team 
from- the plow iii the evening, 
went to a neighbor’s house by the 
name of John Adams, for the pur­ 
pose of notifying him to keep his 
cattle out of ii is turnip field. Short­ 
ly after Ernest Mottas, who lives 
with Kohler, heard Kohler’a little 
girl, who was in the field, calling 
for help “ that John Adams was 
killing her father.” 
He ran over 
to Adams’ house 
only a short 
distance and there found Kohler 
down, Adams on top* of him and 
Mrs. 
Paulina 
Adams pounding 
Kohler with a piece of stove wood. 
He took the wood from her and 
threw it out of the door then 
pulled Adams off and told Kohler 
to come home. 
As Mottas step­ 
ped out of the door, thinking that 
Kohler was following 
him, he 
heard a double shot and Kohler 
staggered out and said, “I ani shot 
through the lungs.” 
His clothing 
was on fire, and after extinguishing 
it he tried to get Kohler home, but 
he could not walk, so Mottas went 
and got a team. 
Kohler died in 
the buggy before reaching home. 
Adams, after shooting Kohler ran 
to the door, calling his wife and 
child, a little girl six years old to 
follow him. 
They passed 
out, 
taking a southwest direction. 
It seems to have been a pre­ 
meditated affair, if we can judge 
from the report. 
Mr. Pick says 
that Adams told a neighbor some­ 
time during the past summer that 
he was owing Kohler, and that 
after he returned from Dakota in 
the fall he would have a settlement 
with him, and he would do some­ 
thing to him that no person would 
think of yet. 
He also told Ernest 
Mottas that the reason he was in 
this country was because he had 
killed a man with a whisky bottle 
in the old country [Russia] and 
had to skip, afterwards sending for 
hip wife and child. 
Kohler was an inoffensive per­ 
son, well liked by his neighbors, 
and leaves a wife and fire children 
—iii fail circumstances. 


MINNESOTA NEWS. 


Winona had a snow storm. 
The fall crop of ducks at Fergus 
Falls is said to be good. 
The Red Lake Falls Gazette has 
run out a 2-5,000 edition to boom 
the tow’n, and is running off an­ 
other of 50,000. 
Judge C. B. Sleeper opened the 
district court at Aitkin Monday. 
John Schott was sent to Stillwater 
five years. 
The Yr. M. C. A. at Fergus Falls 
has leased the basement and first 
floor of the Masonic temple there 
and are fitting them up. 
Two freights collided en the St. 
Paul dc Duluth, near Moose Lake, 
last night. 
The engine and two 
cars were smashed, but no lives 
lost. 
A detective has worked up twen­ 
ty-five good cases against “ blilul 
pigs” at Spring Valley, and the 
village council will prosecute them. 
The drawing of the water from 
the Chengwetona dam has caused 
an alarming spread of diptheria at 
Pine City. 
Twice before in ten 
years has the dam caused the same 
results. 
The grand jury of Watonwan 
county, in session at St. James, 
returned two bills of indictment 
against H. W. Cushing, deputy 
boiler inspector, claiming that Hie 
law allows no deputy. 


AS WE EXPECTED. 
Motley not only aspires to be the 
county seat of Cass county, but 
will be after the next general elec­ 
tion occurs. 
The people of that 
county will unite in voting for 
this village for the county seat as 
it will he the largest town in the 
new county, and even now is the 
principal trading point for people 
living iii nearly all parts of the 
county. 
We do not think Gull 
River will offer any serious objec­ 
tions to the location of the county 
seat at Motley, as many living near 
there are in fa vox of Motley. 
We 
have the best location, and can 
be more easily reached from almost 
any part of the county than Gull 
River. 
Good roads lead into the 
town from all directions, and the 
part of the county tributary to 
this place contains two-thirds of 
the population of Cass county.— 
Motley Register.

change in the decisions which have 
deprived that road of its indemnity 
lands in the forty mile limit in 
Minnesota. 
Tho decision if favor­ 
able to the railroad, will not give 
it the lands it has selected in Da­ 
kota for losses in Minnesota. 
The 
decision regarding all roads settled 
that. 
The Northern Pacific has 
selected 
lands in Dakota to the 
amount of 1,114,000 acres. Of this 
90.700 acres is for land lost by the 
military reservations of Forts R an­ 
som, Abercrombie, Lincon, Rice 
and Seward. 
A further amount of 
126.700 acres is selected as indem­ 
nity lost in the lands of the Great 
Sioux reservation. 
But 78 acres 
were lost through previous oceel­ 
ation by settlers and this is he­ 
aved to be a mistake.

cr th a t one could hear the bands of 
the, other alm ost as plainly as their 
own. 
On the morning of July 4th,the 
Enion bands played our national airs, 
while those of the confederate army 
gave “ Dixie” and the “ Bonnie Blue 


For a time there was quite a con­ 
test as to which side could make the 
most noise, and after th a t had ended, 
the confederates, to the great surprise 
of the Union men,began playing “ Hail 
Columbia.” 
Not to be outdone in courtesy, one 
of the Union bands then played “ Dix­ 
ie,” and the interchange of compli­ 
ments continued through quite an ex­ 
tended programme. Enthusiasm and 
generous feeling was Hie order of the 
day, but th a t night the very men who 
had been cheering each other were en­ 
gaged in fierce skirmishing. 
While the two armies were in camp 
a t Chattanooga, there were twenty or 
thirty excellent bands on each side 
daily playing their respective airs. 
One night, after m ost of them had 
retired from duty, three or four of 
the best bands in each arm y played 
for an hour or more, as if in rivalry. 
In the I Ilion camp, after “ Hail Co­ 
lumbia” had been given, there woald 
be cheer on cheer from ten thousand 
throats. 
“ Bonnie Blue Flag,” from the other 
side, would be followed by an equal 
uproar from its supporters. 
At length, a Union band struck up 
“The Girl I I>-ft Behind Me.” and, tor 
a minute, there was silt nee in the otli 
er camp; then a Confederate band 
caught up the refrain, and two played 
it together to the end. 
When they 
had finished, therecame, as if by com­ 
mon impulse, a succession of cheers 
from both camps, and the pickets, 
throwing caution to the winds, stood 
up and shouted together.—Youth’s 
Companion. 


General Baird, of the United States 
si my, who, w ith Colonel Hasbrouck, 
witnessed the late maneuvers of a 
corps of the French army had a curi­ 
ous experience. General Baird wore 
his undress uniform, and the peasants 
got an idea th a t he was Bismarck in 
disguise, and treated him with dis­ 
respect. 
Our representatives were, 
however, t reated with greatest res[iect 
by the French officials. The m an­ 
euvers occurred in a wooded country 
and it was very difficult to follow 
m any of the movements. 


Vastness of tho British Museum.

Take lodgings next door to it—in a 
garret if you cannot find anything 
better—and pass all your days a t the 
museum during tile whole period of 
your natural file. 
At three score and 
ten you will have some faint concep­ 
tion of the contents, significance and 
value of this great British institution, 
which is as nearly as any one spot 
most vital of human civilization, a 
sta b at which by the dagger of anarchy 
would fitly begin the reign of chaos.

“ No, it is about half a mile from there 
at Fort Shcrwau, which is on the Coeur 
d'Alene Lake. A most beautiful loca­ 
tion, and under command of Gen. Car­ 
lin,* an 
excellent gentleman and the 
most hospitable one I ever met. 
In fact 
he could not have treated us better had 
we belonged to his own family.” 
“ Did you have two or more tents aud 
who did the cooking? 
Yourself? 
“ Hardly, for had I done it we would 
not have been in camp long. 
It was 
hke this. The company camped about 
a half mile from the fort on the river 
and had three large tents, one occupied 
by the ladies, one by the gentlemen aud 
the other for baggage.

hundred yards from the house to catch 
them. ’’ 
“ Did you get much game?” 
“ Well, yes; 
plenty 
of ducks and 
grouse and tour deer.* Mr. Pyke, who 
is a great sjiort-man, shot two, and Mr. 
Bertram, one of our musicians, shot one, 
and our conductor Mr. Martens thought 
he shot one but it turned out to be a 
calf.” 
“ Suppose some very funny things oc­ 
curred while at camp?”
